REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Kensington, N. H. 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as Superin— 
tendent of the Kensington schools, the thirteenth in the series of 
such reports. 


In the interests of economy in printing a number of the sta-— 
tistical tables which for two years have been incorporated in this 
report are now omitted. Those tables which give very important 
information about our schools and their daily work have been 
included. Your attention is called to them. Table I shows much of 
the history of our schools for the past twelve years, and tells us 
how enrollment, salaries, interest of the public, sickness and 
other matters have varied from year to year. In the late years 
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our percentage of attendance has for the most part been better 
than in the early years of the period shown in this table. I think 
it may be due to at least three causes; epidemics of sickness have 
been fewer, our roads have been freer of snow during the 
whole winter, and parents and teachers have cooperated in 
rousing and maintaining pupil interest. The figures reached in 
the last two years is very creditable. Table II shows some of the 
same items as table I, but the information is about each school 
during the past year. Table III gives public recognition to special 
effort on the part of pupils. It often happens of course, that 
sickness or some other unavoidable cause prevents a pupil’s at— 
tendance for one session in a year thus depriving him of this: 
public recognition when he has been, in wish and spirit, as faith— 
ful as others. Table III in last year’s report was not quite ac— 
curate in reporting perfect attendance for Alice Gilmore of the 
West School for two terms.. She was in perfect attendance three 
terms. 

It is fitting to make some permanent record of our apprecia— 
tion and that of all citizens of Kensington of the conscientious 
service of Miss Carrie E. Robie during many years in the East 
School, which service ended last June at her wish. No one can 
accurately estimate Miss Robie’s valuable service to the town and 
state. She always held before pupils high ideals of work, morality 
and good citizenship. Such qualities developed in young, grow 
increasingly in later years. 

I take pleasure in commending the. work of all our teachers. 
The standard of their work was never higher, and the influence 
of the schools was never more wholesome or satisfying. 

I commend the report of the School Nurse to your attention. 
Mirs. Dolbec’s work in the schools and community is very im— 
portant. We hope for future and greater benefit to the pupils as 
more of them take advantage of the clinics. f
